The  report  of  the  Superintendent  and  Kesident  Physician, 
presented  herewith,  contains,  besides  other  information,  a 
statement  of  the  expenditures  of  the  year,  and  is  accompa- 
nied by  the  reports  of  the  medical  staff.  These  reports  give 
in  detail  the  number  of  patients  treated  in  the  Hospital,  and 
the  number  treated  in  the  out-patient  department  during  the 
year,  with  classified  statements  of  their  diseases  and  the 
results  of  treatment. 

The  whole  number  of  patients  in  the  Hospital  during  the 
year  was  4,707,  and  they  were  under  treatment  an  average 
of  21.18  days  each,  makinga  total  of  99,703  days,  or  14,243| 
weeks.  The  entire  cost  of  maintaining  the  Hospital  during 
the  year,  including  every  expenditure,  excepting  the  cost  of 
additions  and  reconstruction  of  buildings,  was  at  the  rate  of 
$8.74^  per  week $125,039  35 

But  of  the  patients  enumerated  above,

Leaving,  therefore,  the  sum  of 


$114,467  52 


as  the  cost  to  the  city  of  treating  4,304  non-paying  patients, 
for  a  total  of  13,067^  weeks,  which  is  at  a  rate  of  $8.76^ 
per  week.  But  after  deducting  money  received  from  pay- 
patients,  stock  on  hand,  etc.,  and  averaging  the  net  cost  of 
maintaining  the  Hospital  for  the  year  among  all  the  patients 
treated,  we  find  the  average  cost  to  the  city,  of  board  for 
each  patient,  was  $7.97|  per  week. 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  explains  in  detail  the 
expenditures  made  during  the  year  in  maintaining  the  Hos- 
pital. 

By  his  statements,  and  the  above  figures,  and  by  a  com- 
parison with  previous  reports,  it  will  be  seen  that  during 
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the  past  year  the  largest  number  of  patients  in  the  Hospital 
at  any  one  time  was  37  more  than  last  year ;  the  smallest 
number  at  any  one  time  was  2  more  ;  the  daily  average  was 
1  more,  and  the  average  length  of  stay  of  each  patient  was 
2^  days  less  ;  the  net  cost  of  maintaining  the  Hospital  has 
been  $6,693.68  more  than  last  year.  This  increase  has  been 
in  a  large  measure  due  to  the  advance  in  the  cost  of  nearly  all 
articles  of  consumption. 

While  the  increase  in  expenditure  has  been  about  6  per 
cent. ,  the  increase  in  the  number  of  weeks'  board  has  been  a 
small  fraction  of  1  per  cent.  In  other  words,  the  number  of 
patients  remaining  the  same,  the  expense  of  maintaining 
them  has  been  increased. 

During  the  year  much  has  been  done  in  renewing  and  add- 
ing to  the  stock  of  the  wards  and  buildings,  in  order  to  com- 
plete the  furnishing  and  increase  the  working  stock  in  the 
Hospital.  This  expense  could  not  well  be  deducted  as  be- 
ing a  part  of  the  working  materials  of  the  house. 

Considerable  increase  has  been  demanded  and  made  in  the 
salaries  and  wages,  which  have  been  very  low. 

Considerable  expenditure  has  been  made  during  the  year  in 
repairs  and  renovations  of  the  Hospital  buildings.  The 
laundry  building  has  been  enlarged,  a  new  drying-room  added, 
and  new  fixtures  and  apparatus  put  in. 

Ward  K  has  had  new  bath-room  and  lavatory,  and  wards  K 
and  L  have  been  repainted  and  whitened  throughout.  Quite 
extensive  repairs  have  been  made  to  the  boilers  and  boiler- 
room  drains.  The  corridor  walls  and  ceilings  and  stairways 
of  the  new  buildings,  and  many  of  the  rooms,  have  been 
painted  and  whitened  throughout,  as  have  also  the  out- 
patient's department  buildings  and  Lodge. 

The  Trustees  of  the  City  Hospital  were  organized  under 
the  act  of  incorporation  May  1,  1880.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  time  will  show  the  wisdom  of  this  change. 

The  Trustees  are  about  to  take  measures  to  inaugurate  a 
system  for  the  collection  of  the  expense  to  the  city  for  the 
care  of  patients  who  have  no  legal  settlement  in  Boston  and 
rightfully  belong  to  the  charge  of  the  State,  or  to  other  cities 
and  towns,  and  who,  at  the  time  of  their  admission  to  the 
Hospital,  are  too  sick  to  be  removed  to  the  places  where  they 
belong. 

It  is  believed  that  much  money  will  be  saved  to  the  city 
when  this  system  is  fully  carried  into  effect,  as  it  is  estimated 
the  city  incurs  an  expense  of  at  least  ten  thousand  dollars 
annually,  for  the  treatment  and  board  of  patients  who,  hav- 
ing no  legal  settlement  anywhere,  are  properly  chargeable  to 
other  cities,  towns,  or  the  State. 
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Attention  is  called  to  the  recommendations  of  the  Super- 
intendent in  his  report  where  he  again  urges  the  building  of 
a  Home  for  Nurses.  Since  the  establishment  of  the  Training 
School  for  Nurses  much  benefit  has  resulted  both  to  the  Hos- 
pital, whose  service  has  been  improved  by  greater  skill  and 
knowledge,  and  to  the  community  at  large,  who  have  had 
the  services  of  thoroughly  trained  nurses  after  they  leave  the 
service  of  the  Hospital.  The  graduates  of  the  school  find 
quick  employment,  and  command  high  wages  as  soon  as 
they  leave.  The  demand  for  skilled  nurses  is  very  much 
greater  than  the  supply ;  hence  the  necessity  of  liberally 
advancing  the  interests  of  the  school.  The  work  performed 
by  the  nurses  is  very  trying ;  they  suffer  much  sickness  from 
their  constant  attendance  upon  the  sick. 

The  establishment  of  a  home  away  from  the  Hospital  wards, 
where  they  could  find  rest  and  recuperation  when  off  duty, 
would  greatly  add  to  their  health,  happiness,  and  efficiency. 

The  Trustees  believe  that  such  a  home  should  be  at  once 
established.  The  land  recently  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
Trustees  by  the  city  is  well  adapted  as  the  site  for  such  a 
building.  At  times  during  the  year,  as  will  be  seen  from  this 
report,  the  number  of  patients  approached  very  nearly  to  the 
full  capacity  of  the  Hospital.  If  the  Nurse's  Home  is  built 
the  rooms  now  occupied  by  them  could  be  used  for  the 
patients,  and  thus  postpone  the  time  when  increased  accom- 
modations for  patients  will  be  needed. 

There  has  been  but  one  change  in  the  Hospital  staff  during 
the  year.  In  November,  last,  Thomas  Dwight,  M.D.,  sur- 
geon in  the  out-patient's  department,  resigned,  and  E.  H. 
Bradford,  M.D.,  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

The  thanks  of  the  Trustees  are  due  to  the  clergy,  and  others, 
for  their  continued  kind  attentions  and  gifts  to  the  sick. 

The  Trustees  recognize  the  great  interest  manifested  by 
the  Hospital  staff  in  all  that  concerns  the  welfare  of  the 
Hospital,  and  they  fully  appreciate  the  value  and  extent  of 
their  services. 

The  Hospital  has  been  well  managed  by  the  Superinten- 
dent, Dr.  Rowe,  and  the  Trustees  gladly  bear  testimony  that 
the  year's  work  has  been  well  performed  by  him  and  the 
officers  associated  with  him.

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The  foregoing  statistics  show  that  the  total  expenditure 
during  the  past  year  has  been  $130,864  against  $120,185  for 
the  previous  year.  This  sum  is  reduced  to  $125,039.35  by 
deducting  from  the  total  expenditure  the  cost  of  laundry 
extension  and  new  apparatus,  painting  in  the  new  buildings, 
and  wards,  alterations  and  additions,  and  the  ambulance, 
which  is  not  chargeable  to  cost  of  maintaining  the  Hospital. 

This  amount  includes  every  expenditure,  and  gives  .a  cost 
of  $8.74  per  week  for  each  patient. 

If,  also,  we  allow  for  the  difference  in  stock  at  the  begin- 
ning and  close  of  the  year,  the  income  from  paying  patients 
and  sale  of  old  material,  we  have  as  a  net  cost  to  the  city  of 
running  the  Hospital  $1 13,635.51,  or  per  capita  for  all  the 
patients  treated  during  the  year  $7,97 J  per  week. 

This  increase  in  cost  was  anticipated.  The  number  of 
patients  and  the  quantity  of  articles  consumed  remain  about 
the  same ;  but  the  prices  of  subsistence,  medical  and  general 
supplies,  have  largely  advanced.  The  amount  paid  for  sala- 
ries and  labor  is  also  greater.  The  increase  elsewhere  has 
compelled  us  to  allow  a  corresponding  advance,  or  lose  the 
benefit  of  skilled  labor.  The  increase  in  cost  can  be  ac- 
counted for  ins  upplies  aud  salaries  alone.  The  income  from 
paying  patients  has  been  $10,571.83, — an  increase  of  $2,- 
205.72  over  last  year. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  was  409  more  than 
last  year,  while  the  increase  in  the  number  of  weeks'  board 
was  only  18.  This  reduced  the  average  stay  from  23t2q  to 
2216(J  days  each. 

The  largest  number  of  patients  in  the  Hospital  at  any  one 
time  was  565  against  328  last  year;  the  smallest  number  was 
225,  which  is  2  more  than  last  year. 

The  number  of  patients  admitted  with  accidental  injuries 
was  553,  — an  increase  of  48  over  the  previous  year.  Of  all 
patients  admitted  117  died  within  48  hours  after  admission, 
which  is  11  less  than  last  year.  The  rate  of  mortality  was 
.089  against  .093. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  treated  is  409  ;  but 
this  number  does  not  represent  the  relative  amount  of  addi- 
tional work  necessitated.  It  has  been  apparent  to  every  one 
familiar  with  the  history  of  the  Hospital  during  the  past  year 
that  the  cases  have  taxed  the  resources  of  the  Hospital  to  a 
much  greater  extent  than  usual.  The  large  number  of  severe 
injuries  and  acute  medical  diseases  has  at  times  taxed  the 
working  force  to  its  utmost.  This  is  the  only  Hospital  in  the 
city  admitting  contagious  and  infectious  diseases.  This  fact  has 
brought  to  us  large  numbers  of  this  class,  for  which  in  number 
and  severity  the  Hospital  has  never  before  been  called  upon 
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to  provide.  They  demanded  treatment  which  was  expensive, 
laborious,  and  extremely  exacting.  The  demand  upon  us  for 
treatment  of  this  class  far  exceeds  our  accommodations.  If 
the  Hospital  continues  to  receive  contagious  diseases  to  the 
same  extent  as  during  the  past  year,  it  must  speedily  have 
larger  and  better  accommodations. 

During  the  year  1,363  applications  were  made  for  admis- 
sion which  were  rejected.  Only  59  appear  on  the  tables  as 
being  denied  for  want  of  room.  A  large  proportion  of  all 
who  applied  were  suitable  cases  for  treatment,  but  we  were 
compelled  to  reject  them  for  various  reasons.  They  were, 
however,  provided  for  as  best  they  could  be  at  the  out-patient's 
department,  at  the  Almshouse  hospitals,  or  elsewhere. 

The  matter  of  admitting  patients  requires  the  greatest  care 
and  discrimination.  The  welfare  of  the  applicant  is  the  first 
consideration ;  but  so  many  conditions  are  involved  that  at 
times  it  becomes  impossible  to  justly  admit  cases,  even  when 
suitable,  without  detriment  to  those  already  under  treatment. 

The  present  accommodations  (except  in  the  summer  months) 
are  not  equal  to  all  the  demands,  and  during  the  winter 
months  are  quite  inadequate.  The  capacity  should  be  such 
that  at  all  times  no  case  having  the  legal  right,  and  needing 
care,  should  be  denied. 

The  Training  School  for  nurses  continues  to  exercise  its 
important  part  in  the  running  of  the  Hospital,  and  during 
the  past  year  more  than  previously  has  shown  its  good  work 
in  the  improved  method  of  caring  for  the  sick.  It  has  ren- 
dered the  staff  aid  in  utilizing  various  methods  of  treatment 
which  could  not  have  been  carried  out  under  untrained  nurses. 
During  the  last  few  years  considerable  advance  has  been 
made  in  the  general  methods  and  details  of  the  treatment  of 
the  average  patient.  Greater  capabilities  and  resources  in 
the  nursing  force  have  been  used  by  more  extended  and 
exacting  calls  upon  it.  This,  with  the  large  amount  of  acute 
and  urgent  sickness,  has  made  the  year  laborious  and  trying, 
and  the  force  formerly  considered  adequate  has  been  found 
insufficient.  The  number  of  nurses  must  be  increased  if  the 
standard  demanded  by  the  staff  is  to  be  maintained. 

During  the  past  year  12  pupils  have  finished  the  required 
course  and  received  diplomas. 

There  are  now  6  head-nurses,  graduates  of  our  own  school, 
1  head-nurse,  graduate  of  another  school,  8  senior  pupils 
acting  head-nurses,  30  assistant  nurses  who  are  pupils,  aud  5 
probationers,  making  a  total  of  50  who  are  now  connected 
with  the  school.  Since  the  date  of  the  last  report  30  have 
joined  the  school,  6  are  still  on  probation,  and  30  have  left. 
Of  the  latter  12  were  graduates ;  of  these  4  have  become 
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Superintendents  or  Assistant  Superintendents  of  other  train- 
ing schools,  2  are  in  responsible  positions  in  other  hospitals, 
and  6  are  engaged  in  private  nursing:  —  11  assistant  pupils 
have  resigned,  from  lack  of  health  or  strength,  or  were  dis- 
missed as  unsatisfactory  in  other  respects  :  — 1  was  discharged 
for  insubordination,  1  has  died,  and  5  have  left  from  various 
other  causes. 

The  pupils  have  received,  during  the  year,  bedside  instruc- 
tions from  the  head-nurses  and  house  staff.  There  have 
been  158  class  recitations  by  the  Training  School  Superin- 
tendent, and  5  formal  examinations  by  the  Hospital  staff.

Making  a  total  of  27  lectures  during  8  months. 

The  subject  of  proper  accommodations  for  the  nurses  was 
alluded  to  in  the  last  two  annual  reports.  Since  then  the  Hos- 
pital staff  has  formally  appealed  to  your  Board  that  suitable 
and  increased  provisions  should  be  made.  The  wants  of  the 
Hospital  are  various,  but  nothing  is  more  urgent  than  a 
"Home  for  Nurses." 

The  nurses  now  room  in  various  parts  of  the  Hospital 
buildings,  and  live  day  and  night  in  an  atmosphere  adjacent 
to  the  sick.  The  duties  of  the  faithful  nurse  are  constant,  ex- 
hausting, and  result  in  both  physical  and  mental  M  wear  and 
tear."  By  proper  limitation  of  hours  of  labor,  by  exercise, 
fresh  air,  and  good  hygienic  influences,  the  body  and  mind  of 
the  nurse  can  be  kept  healthful,  cheerful,  and  always  available 
for  her  arduous  work.  Hut  the  well-known  expenditure  of 
force  which  she  is  called  upon  to  use  cannot  be  reimbursed 
unless  the  conditions  are  favorable.  Some  of  the  nurses' 
rooms  are  comfortable  in  themselves,  but  are  far  from  fulfilling 
the  requirements.       This  deficiency  only  can  be  supplied  by 
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placing  them  in  a  building  specially  arranged  and  adapted  for 
their  daily  life. 

In  a  special  communication  sent  to  your  Board,  not  long 
since,  I  explained  in  detail  the  need  of  this  accommodation, 
its  effect  upon  the  nursing  force,  and  its  remedy.  In  giving 
increased  and  proper  accommodations  to  the  nurses,  the 
rooms  now  occupied  by  them  could  be  made  available  for 
patients,  both  free  and  paying.  As  an  investment,  both  im- 
mediate and  remote,  it  would  redound  to  the  credit  of  the 
Hospital,  in  the  better  care  of  the  sick,  in  its  good  reputation, 
and  would  also  in  time  pay  for  itself.  I  would,  therefore,  re- 
spectfully suggest  to  your  Board  the  propriety  of  placing 
the  matter  before  the  City  Council,  with  the  formal  request 
that  a  sufficient  sum  may  be  appropriated  with  which  such  a 
building  can  be  constructed. 

During  the  past  year  an  extension  much  needed  has  been 
made  to  the  laundry,  giving  ample  room  for  work,  with  new 
and  improved  apparatus,  thus  enabling  us  to  do  more  and 
better  work.  This  expenditure  has*  proved  judicious,  and  one 
that  reaches  every  patient  and  employe. 

Much  has  been  done  in  completing  unfinished  work  about 
the  various  buildings.  The  new  painting  has  brightened  and 
improved  the  wards,  rooms,  and  corridors.  Various  apart- 
ments have  received  the  attention  they  have  long  needed, 
putting  them  in  a  condition  to  correspond  with  the  work  pre- 
viously done. 

The  work  of  the  Hospital  year  just  ended  has  been  great. 
It  gives  me  pleasure  to  acknowledge  the  faithful  assistance 
rendered  me  by  the  various  officers,  in  securing  the  good  re- 
sults that  may  have  been  accomplished,  and  they  are  entitled 
to  much  commendation. 

Miss  A.  C.  Davis,  as  Matron  and  Superintendent  of  the 
Training  School,  has  discharged  the  manifold  and  onerous 
duties  of  her  office  with  fidelity  and  zeal. 

Mr.  Samuel  M.  Nesmith,  as  Steward,  Mr.  G.  R.  Tucker 
as  Apothecary,  and  Dr.  H.  L.  Burrill  as  Office  Assistant,  have 
performed  satisfactorily  their  respective  duties,  proving  them- 
selves trustworthy  and  efficient. 

It  is  gratifying  to  record  an  increased  interest  in  the  sick 
shown  by  the  public  in  frequent  gifts  of  flowers,  fruit,  books, 
pictures,  and  clothing. 

I  gratefully  acknowledge  the  attentions  of  the  clergy  ;  the 
services  of  the  ladies  and  gentlemen  who  sing  to  the  patients 
on  Sunday  afternoons  ;  the  "  Hospital  Newspaper  Society  ;  " 
the  "  Flower  Mission  ;"  drives  supplied  by  the  Boston  Young 
Men's  Christian  Union  ;  the  generous  supplies  of  clothing  from 
the  "Jamaica  Plain  Employment  Society  ;  "  and  the  continued 
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kindness  of  Mrs.  Quincy  A.  Shaw  in  sending  weekly  choice 
flowers. 

Special  thanks  are  due  the  young  ladies  of  Wellesley  Col- 
lege, for  a  "beautiful  engraving  of  Correggio's  "  Holy  Night, " 
which  they  sent  as  a  Christmas  gift  to  the  Children's  Ward. 

The  hearty  support  and  sympathy  of  the  Surgeons  and 
Physicians  of  the  Hospital  staff  have  been  invaluable,  and  I 
acknowledge  with  gratitude  my  great  and  increasing  obliga- 
tions for  their  aid  and  counsel.

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BEQUESTS. 


Goodnow  Fund.  —  Elisha  Goodnow,  of  South  Boston 
(Ward  XII.),  who  died  in  the  year  1851,  and  whose  will  is 
dated  12  July,  1849,  bequeathed  to  the  city  "  all  the  rest 
and  residue  of  his  estate,  real  and  personal,  not  otherwise 
disposed  of,  "  for  the  purpose  of  establishing,  in  the  Eleventh 
or  Twelfth  Wards  of  the  city,  a  Hospital  for  the  sick  ;  one- 
half  of  said  funds  to  be  applied  for  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  free  beds,  which  should  always  be  at  the  dis- 
posal and  under  the  control  of  the  Officers  of  the  Govern- 
ment of  said  Hospital  for  the  time  being.  Under  this  will 
the  city  came  into  possession  of  certain  real  estate  situated 
on  Cross  street,  wrhich  has  been  disposed  of  and  has  pro- 
duced the  sum  of  $16,500,  which  has  been  invested  in  City 
of  Boston  Six  per  cent.  Stock.  Also  a  lot  of  land  on  Third 
street,  South  Boston,  containing  6,6831  feet,  which  was  dis- 
posed of  in  1867  for  $4,623.25,  of  which  $4,000  has  been  in- 
vested in  City  of  Boston  Five  per  cent.  Stock,  and  the  balance 
($633.25)  remained  in  the  City  Treasury  at  interest,  until 
it  amounted  to  $1,000,  and  was  invested  in  a  City  of  Boston 
Six  per  cent.  Currency  Note.  The  $10,000  deposited  by 
the  Executors  of  Mr.  Goodnow,  June  22,  1852,  with  the 
Massachusetts  Hospital  Life  Insurance  Company,  the  inter- 
est upon  which  is  to  be  paid  to  the  widow,  will,  upon  her 
decease,  be  distributed  as  follows  :  — 

$500  to  the  Penitent  Females'  Refuge. 

$5,000  to  City  of  Boston ;  income  to  be  expended  for  the 
relief  of  sick  and  infirm  persons. 

$4,500  to  be  added  to  the  fund  heretofore  provided  for  the 
support  of  free  beds  in  the  City  Hospital. 

Nichols  Fund. — Lawrence  Nichols,  who  died  in 
September,  1862,  made  the  following  bequest  to  the  city  :  "I 
give  to  the  City  of  Boston,  towards  the  establishment  and 
endowment  of  a  City  Hospital,  in  case  such  Hospital  shall 
have  been  established  at  the  time  of  my  decease,  the  sum  of 
one  thousand  dollars."  And  in  case  such  Hospital  should 
not  have  been  established  by  the  city  at  the  time  of  his 
decease,  he  directed  the  same  amount  to  be  deposited  with 
the  Massachusetts  Hospital  Life  Insurance  Company,  and 
suffered  to  accumulate,  by  the  addition  of  interest,  until  such 
a  Hospital  should  be  established. 

The  executor  of  the  will,  Wm.  Perkins,  Esq.,  has  paid 
into  the  treasury  nine  hundred  and  thirty-seven  dollars  and 
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twenty-five  cents  ($937.25),  being  the  amount  devised,  less 
the  Internal  Revenue  Tax  on  the  same,  and  $530.50,  as  one 
of  the  "  residuary  legatees  in  the  United  States,"  from  the 
surplus  remaining  undisposed  of.  The  $937.25,  with  the 
accumulated  interest  thereon,  has  been  invested  in  a  certifi- 
cate of  City  Stock  for  $1,000.  The  balance  ($530.50)  re- 
mained at  interest  until  it  amounted  to  $1,000,  and  was 
invested  in  a  City  of  Boston  Six  per  cent.  Currency  Note. 
Norcross  Fund.  —  1868,  January  1.  The  Trustees  re- 
ceived the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  from  Hon.  Otis 
Norcross,  as  the  foundation  of  a  fund  for  the  benefit  of 
patients  leaving  the  Hospital  poor  and  destitute  of  proper 
clothing.  The  principal  sum  is  invested  in  a  City  of  Boston 
interest-bearing  note,  to  be  deposited  with  the  City  Auditor, 
the  interest  of  which  is  to  be  collected  annually  or  oftener, 
and  paid  over  to  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  for 
the  time  being,  of  the  City  Hospital,  to  be  by  him  expended 
at  his  discretion  for  the  benefit  and  temporary  assistance  of 
those  patients  who  are  in  his  judgment  deserving,  and  who 
are  destitute  of  proper  clothing  in  which  to  leave  the  Hos- 
pital, and  having  no  means  of  procuring  it.

RULES  FOR  ADMISSIONS  AND  DISCHARGES,  Etc. 


Applications  for  admission  of  patients  shall  be  made  to 
the  Resident  Physician  at  the  Hospital,  on  each  day  of  the 
week,  Sunday  excepted,  between  9  and  11  A.M. 

Whenever  able,  the  patient  shall  apply  in  person.  When 
not  able  to  appear  in  person,  application  may  be  made  by  a 
friend,  and  the  patient  may  be  visited  at  his  residence. 

Any  Trustee,  or  either  of  the  physicians  or  surgeons  in 
attendance,  may,  in  case  of  emergency,  send  a  patient  in  the 
first  instance  to  the  Hospital  by  written  permit,  and  the  Vis- 
iting Committee  shall  decide,  as  soon  as  may  be  afterwards, 
whether  such  patient  shall  remain. 

Persons  accidentally  wounded,  or  otherwise  disabled  or 
injured,  shall  be  received  at  all  hours. 

Permits  for  admission  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Visiting  Committee,  and  they  shall  have  the  power  at 
any  time  to  require  the  Resident  Physician  to  report  to  them 
the  names  of  applicants,  before  admitting  them,  and  may 
dismiss  any  patients  whom  they  think  improperly  admitted, 
or  change  the  terms  of  admission. 

Patients  discharged  on  the  recommendation  of  the  physi- 
cians or  surgeons  shall  be  provided  with  a  certificate  stating 
their  condition  at  the  time  of  discharge,  whether  cured,  re- 
lieved, or  not  relieved,  which  certificate  shall  be  signed  by 
the  Superintendent  and  Resident  Physician. 

Whenever  a  patient  is  removed  from  the  Hospital  without 
the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Superintendent  and  Resident 
Physician,  a  written  statement  to  that  effect  shall  be  required 
from  any  person  assuming  the  responsibility  of  the  removal. 

The  body  of  any  person  dying  at  the  Hospital  shall  not  be 
delivered  without  a  written  receipt  from  the  parties  taking 
the  same. 

In  case  of  the  decease  of  any  patient,  the  Resident  Phy- 
sician shall  sign  a  certificate  to  that  effect,  and  shall  furnish 
the  City  Registrar  with  a  copy  of  the  same.  He  shall  also 
state  the  time  and  cause  of  death,  the  disposition  made  of  the 
body,  whether  delivered  to  friends  or  buried  from  the  Hos- 
pital. In  the  last  case  he  shall  mention  the  place  of  inter- 
ment. 

Patients  may  be  admitted  by  the  Trustees  to  the  privileges 
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of  the  Hospital,  at  such  rates  of  board  as  they  may  from 
time  to  time  determine  ;  such  board  being  secured  by  their 
friends,  or  by  the  authorities  of  the  place  to  which  they 
belong. 

In  all  cases  where,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Trustees,  the  cir- 
cumstances of  the  patient  will  warrant  it,  the  whole  or  a  part 
of  the  board  shall  be  paid.  If  separate  apartments  or  arti- 
cles not  usually  furnished  at  the  Hospital  are  provided,  such 
payment  shall  be  made  therefor  as  the  Trustees  shall  deem 
reasonable. 

House  Eules. 

Patients  must  be  in  their  proper  places  in  the  wards  during 
the  visit  of  the  physicians  and  surgeons,  and  always  by  8 
P.M.,  unless  specially  exempted  by  the  Superintendent. 

Those  free  patients  who  are  able  are  expected  to  assist  in 
nursing,  and  in  such  other  service  as  may  be  reasonably  re- 
quired of  them. 

Patients  shall  not  leave  the  Hospital  grounds  without  a 
pass  from  the  Superintendent,  nor  their  respective  wards 
without  the  consent  of  the  nurse  in  attendance. 

No  patient  shall  purchase,  or  cause  any  member  of  the 
household  to  purchase  for  him,  any  article  of  food  whatso- 
ever, nor  any  other  article,  without  the  consent  of  the  Super- 
intendent ;  nor  shall  any  officer  or  servant  of  the  Hospital 
receive  a  gift  or  fee  from  a  patient. 

Profane  or  obscene  language,  loud  talking  and  incivility, 
are  prohibited. 

No  patient  having  acute  syphilitic  disease  or  mania-a-potu 
shall  be  admitted  as  a  charity  patient,  or  at  a  lower  rate  than 
twenty-five  dollars  a  week  for  the  former,  and  fifteen  dollars 
for  the  latter. 

No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Hospital  whose  case  is 
judged  to  be  incurable,  unless  there  be  urgent  symptoms, 
which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  physician  or  surgeon,  are  capa- 
ble of  being  relieved. 

Patients  may  be  visited  by  clergymen  of  their  own  selec- 
tion, and  where  there  is  a  wish  for  the  performance  of  any 
particular  religious  rite  it  shall  be  indulged,  when  practi- 
cable. 

It  is  expected  that  patients  wTill  implicitly  obey  the  rules 
of  the  Hospital.  Complaints,  for  whatever  cause,  may  be 
made  to  the  Superintendent  or  Visiting  Committee,  and 
when  reasonable  shall  be  by  them  reported  to  the  Trustees. 

All  employes  must  be  in  their  respective  plnc?s  during 
their  hours  of  duty.     The  doors  and  gates  of  the  Hospital 
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will  be  closed  at  10  P.M.,  at  which  time  all  are  expected  to 
be  quiet,  and  those  not  on  duty,  in  their  own  rooms. 

The  use  of  tobacco,  wine,  and  intoxicating  liquors  is  pro- 
hibited within  the  Hospital,  unless  prescribed  by  a  physi- 
cian. 

Visitors. 

No  person  shall  visit  any  part  of  the  premises,  except  on 
business,  or  at  such  times  as  may  be  fixed  for  the  reception 
of  visitors,  without  the  permission  of  the  Superintendent,  or 
some  one  of  the  Trustees. 

On  Monday,  Tuesday,  Thursday,  and  Saturday  of  each 
week,  from  two  to  three  o'clock  P.M.,  friends  may  be  per- 
mitted to  visit  patients,  though  no  patient  shall  receive  more 
than  one  visitor  on  the  same  day.  In  all  cases,  however, 
the  Trustees  or  Superintendent  may  exercise  discretionary 
powers  as  to  excluding  or  admitting  visitors. 

All  visitors  must  leave  when  the  bell  rings  at  the  expira- 
tion of  the  visiting  hour. 

No  visitor  will  be  permitted  to  take  any  meal  in  the  Hos- 
pital, or  pass  the  night  therein,  without  permission  from  the 
Superintendent  or  one  of  the  Trustees. 

No  visitor  shall  be  allowed  to  give  any  article  of  food  or 
drink  to  a  patient,  unless  by  permission  of  the  nurse ;  and 
any  article  sent  to  the  patient  shall  be  left  with  the  Superin- 
tendent. 
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THE  BOSTON  CITY  HOSPITAL  TRAINING  SCHOOL 
FOR  NURSES. 


The  Trustees  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital  have  made 
arrangements  for  giving  a  two  years'  course  of  training  to 
women  desirous  of  becoming  professional  nurses. 

Those  wishing  to  receive  such  a  course  of  instruction 
must  apply  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  City  Hospital, 
Boston. 

The  most  desirable  age  for  candidates  is  from  twenty-five 
to  thirty-live  years  ;  they  must  be  in  sound  health,  and  must 
present,  on  application,  a  certificate  from  two  responsible 
persons  (one  a  physician,  preferred)  as  to  their  good 
character  and  good  health.  Upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital,  and  the  approval  of  the 
Trustees,  they  will  be  received  for  one  month  on  probation. 
During  this  mouth  they  are  boarded  and  lodged  at  the 
Hospital,  but  receive    no    compensation. 

The  Superintendent  of  Nurses  has  charge  of  the  Training 
School,  under  the  authority  of  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Hospital  and  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  the  nurses  are 
subject  to  the  rules  of  the  Hospital.  Their  fitness  for  the 
work,  and  the  propriety  of  retaining  or  dismissing  them  at 
the  end  of  the  month  of  trial,  is  determined  by  the  author- 
ities in  charge  of  the  school,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Trustees,  and  the  same  authorities  can,  in  like  manner,  dis- 
charge them  at  any  time,  in  case  of  misconduct  or  ineffi- 
ciency. They  reside  in  the  Hospital,  and  serve  as  assistant 
nurses  in  its  wards. 

All  nurses  are  required  to  be  sober,  honest,  truthful, 
trustworthy,  punctual,  quiet,  orderly,  cleanly,  neat,  patient, 
kind,  and  cheerful. 

Course  of  Training. 

Those  fulfilling  the  conditions  of  the  probationary  month 
are  accepted  as  pupils.  They  must  sign  a  written  agreement 
to  remain  at  the  school  for  two  years,  and  to  conform  to  the 
rules. 

The  instruction  includes  :  — 

1.  The  dressing  of  blisters,  burns,  sores,  and  wounds, 
and  applying  of  fomentations,  poultices,  and  minor  dressings. 
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2.  The  applying  of  leeches,  and  subsequent  treatment. 

3.  rJ  he  administering  of  enemas. 

4.  The  applying  of  friction  to  the  body  and  extremities 
in  the  best  method. 

5.  The  managing  of  helpless  patients  in  bed,  in  moving, 
changing  clothing,  giving  baths,  keeping  patients  warm  or 
cool,  preventing  and  dressing  bed-sores,  managing  position, 
etc.,  and  in  feeding. 

6.  The  making  of  bandages  and  rollers,  etc.,  and  band- 
aging. 

7.  The  making  of  beds  and  changing  sheets,  etc.,  with 
patients  in  bed. 

8.  The  cooking,  preparing,  and  serving  of  food  and  deli- 
cacies for  the  sick. 

They  are  also  given  some  instruction  in  the  best  practical 
methods  of  supplying  fresh  air,  warming  and  ventilating 
sick-rooms  in  a  proper  manner,  and  are  taught  to  take 
proper  care  of  rooms  and  wards ;  in  keeping  all  utensils 
perfectly  clean  and  disinfected,  etc.  ;  to  observe  the  sick 
accurately  in  regard  to  the  state  of  the  secretions,  expec- 
torations, pulse,  breathing,  skin,  temperature,  eruptions, 
sleep,  appetite,  effect  of  diet  or  of  stimulants  and  medicine  ; 
and  the  managing  of  convalescents. 

The  instruction  is  given  mainly  by  the  Superintendent  of 
the  Training  School,  and  by  the  head  nurses.  Lectures, 
recitations,  and  demonstrations,  also  take  place  at  stated 
periods.  Examinations,  chiefly  upon  practical  points,  will 
take  place  from  time  to  time. 

The  pupils  are  employed  as  assistant  nurses  in  the  wards 
of  the  Hospital,  and  are  paid  ten  dollars  ($10)  per  month 
during  the  first  year,  and  fourteen  dollars  ($14)  per  month 
during  the  second  year,  for  their  clothing  and  personal 
expenses.  This  sum  is  in  no  wise  intended  as  wages,  it 
being  considered  that  their  education  during  this  time  is  a 
full  equivalent  for  their  services. 

They  are  required  to  wear  at  all  times,  while  on  duty  in 
the  wards,  dresses  of  material  that  can  be  washed,  simply 
made,  and  such  caps,  cuffs,  and  aprons  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed. 

When  the  full  term  of  two  years  is  completed,  the  nurses, 
thus  trained,  receive  (after  final  examinations)  diplomas 
certifying  to  the  regular  course  of  training,  their  knowledge 
of  nursing,  and  their  ability. 

The  right  is  reserved  to  terminate  the  connection  of  any 
nurse  or  pupil  with  the  school  for  any  reason  which  may  be 
deemed  sufficient.

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AN  ACT 

TO     INCORPORATE      THE     TRUSTEES      OF     THE     CITY    HOSPITAL 
OF    THE    CITY    OF   BOSTON. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the 
same,  as  follows:  — 

Section  1 .  The  Trustees  of  the  City  Hospital  of  the  City 
of  Boston  for  the  time  being  are  hereby  made  a  corporation 
by  the  name  of  the  Trustees  of  the  City  Hospital  of  the  City 
of  Boston  ;  and  said  Trustees  and  their  successors  in  office 
shall  continue  a  body  corporate  for  the  purposes  hereinafter 
set  forth,  with  all  the  powers  and  privileges,  and  subject  to 
all  the  duties,  restrictions,  and  liabilities  in  the  general  laws 
relating  to  such  corporations. 

Sect.  2.  Said  corporation  shall  have  authority  to  take  and 
hold  real  and  personal  estate  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  one 
million  dollars,  which  maybe  given,  granted,  bequeathed,  or 
devised  to  it,  and  accepted  by  the  Trustees  for  the  benefit  of 
the  City  Hospital  of  the  City  of  Boston,  or  any  purpose  con- 
nected therewith.  Money  received  by  it  shall  be  invested 
by  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Finance  Committee  of  said  city  ;  and  all  securities  be- 
longing to  said  corporation  shall  be  placed  in  the  custody  of 
said  Treasurer :  provided,  always,  that  both  the  principal 
and  income  thereof  shall  be  appropriated  according  to  the 
terms  of  the  donation,  devise,  or  bequest,  under  the  direction 
of  said  corporation. 

Sect.  3.  The  Trustees  of  the  City  Hospital  shall  be  seven 
in  number.  In  the  month  of  April,  in  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty,  and  annually  thereafter  in  the  month  of 
January,  the  City  Council  shall  elect,  by  concurrent  vote  of 
the  two  branches,  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
and  one  member  of  the  Common  Council  to  be  members  of 
said  Board  of  Trustees,  to  hold  office  during  the  remainder 
of  the  municipal  year  in  which  they  are  elected,  and  until 
others  are  elected  in  their  places.  And  in  the  month  of 
April,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty,  the  Mayor 
shall  appoint,  subject  to  the  confirmation  of  the  City  Council, 
five  citizens  of  Boston,  not  members  of  the  City  Council, 
to  be  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  City  Hospital, 
one  of  whom  shall  hold  office  for  five  years,  one  for  four 
years,  one  for  three  years,  one  for  two  years,  and  one  for 
one  year ;  and  upon  such  election,  and  such  appointment 
and  confirmation,  the  terms  of  office  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
City  Hospital  then  holding  office  shall  cease  and  determine. 
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And  annually  thereafter,  in  the  month  of  April  of  each  year, 
the  Mayor  shall  appoint,  subject  to  the  confirmation  of  the 
City  Council,  one  citizen  at  large  as  a  Trustee  of  the  City 
Hospital,  to  serve  for  a  term  of  live  years  from  the  first  Mon- 
day in  May  in  the  year  in  which  he  shall  be  appointed.  The 
Trustees  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  removal  from  office 
for  cause,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  each  branch  of  the  City 
Council  present  and  voting  thereon.  M'henever  any  vacancy 
shall  oceur  in  said  Board  of  Trustees  by  death,  resignation, 
or  otherwise,  said  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  election  or 
appointment,  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  of  another  Trustee, 
who  shall  hold  office  for  the  residue  of  the  unexpired  term. 
No  member  of  said  Board  of  Trustees  shall  receive  any  pe- 
cuniary compensation  for  his  services. 

Sect.  4.  The  members  of  snid  Board  shall  meet  for  or- 
ganization annually  on  the  first  Monday  of  May,  and  choose 
one  of  their  number  as  president.  They  shall  have  power 
to  make  such  rules  and  regulations  relating  to  said  City  Hos- 
pital and  its  officers  and  servants,  and  to  fix  and  enforce 
penalties  for  the  violation  of  such  rules  and  regulations  as 
they  may  deem  expedient ;  provided  that  the  same  shall  not 
be  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  shall  be 
subject  at  all  times  to  such  limitations,  restrictions,  and 
amendments  as  the  City  Council  may  direct. 

Sect.  5.  The  said  Trustees  shall,  subject  to  the  direction 
of  the  City  Council,  by  ordinance  or  otherwise,  have  the  gen- 
eral care  and  control  of  the  City  Hospital,  and  of  all  branches 
thereof,  which  have  been  or  which  may  hereafter  be  estab- 
lished, together  with  the  buildings  and  rooms  containing  the 
same,  and  the  fixtures  and  furniture  connected  therewith, 
and  also  of  the  expenditures  of  the  money  appropriated 
therefor. 

Sect.  6.  The  said  Board  of  Trustees  may  appoint  a  Su- 
perintendent, with  such  assistants  and  subordinate  officers 
as  they  may  think  necessary  or  expedient,  and  may  remove 
the  same,  and  fix  their  compensation ;  provided  that  the 
amount  thus  paid  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  appropriated  by 
the  City  Council  for  that  item  of  expense,  and  the  income  of 
any  moneys  which  may  lawfully  be  appropriated  for  the  same 
purpose  from  funds  or  property  held  by  said  Trustees  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sect.  7.  The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  pass  such 
ordinances,  not  inconsistent  herewith  or  repugnant  to  other 
laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  as  to  the  duties  and  authority  of 
said  Board,  as  they  may  from  time  to  time  deem  expedient. 

Sect.  8.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.
